of the Howe 


probe committee was submitted 
to 


the Senate Saturday, by Senator Fred 
C. Howe, chairman o: the committee, 
which goes into all the sensational 
disclosures made in connection 
with 


the investigation of the conduct oi' 
public affairs 
by the 
auditor 
ami 


treasurer of state. 


A minority report was 
submitted 


by Senator Patterson, the Republican 
member, who finds little to criticise 
in the conduct of these offices by his 
brother Republican om'cinls. The ma- 
jority report, is signed 
by Senators 


Howe and Drake. 


The majority report 
makes seven 


distinct charges and criticisms. They 
are: 


1. That no books were 
kept to, 


show where state moneys were 
de- ' 


posited. 


2. That transactions were covered 


up by the refusal of the Capitol Trust 
company, the bank of which Auditor 
of State Guilbert is president to sub- 
mit his books to the committee's ex- 
aminers 


3. That a discrepancy of $38,881 


.existed between the treasurer's rec- 
ords and the 
banks 
having state 


ft'unds. 


4. That favoritism was shown by 


the .state board of deposits in letting j 
money out to favored 
banks at ex- 


tremely'low 
rates 
of interest, thus 


'beating the state out of large sums 
annually. 


5. That staite funds were used to 


extend the 
political power of 
the 


treasurer of state. 


6. 
That corporations were assess- 


ed for taxation by the state board o!' 
appraisers and assessors ait. so low a 
figure, as to cost the state annually 
about $900,000 


7. The report recommends changes 


in' the conduct of the office and di- 
rects that the data gathered by the 
committee be turned over to the at- 
torney general, that he may bring ac- 
tion, against banks and officials and 
compel riie 
payment 
of 
interest 


money clue the state. 


The report 
says the 
committee 


found:' 


1. That the office of treasurer has 


been administered with the greatest 
disregard of the public welfare. 
The 


(office contained no books, ledgers or j 
•records showing the transactions of I 
the treasurer'with the 14S state de- 
jpositories. 
There was no book rec- 


ord of the amount of money deposited 
or where deposited. The treasurer 
had to go to the banks themselves in 
February last to obtain this informa- 
tion and this, when received, did not 
correspond wMh his own records It is 
absurd to suppose that this was due 
to ignorance for both the treasurer 
and his deputy are men of wide ex- 
perience. It is inconceivable that ig- 
.r.orance of modern business methods 
:should explain the total 
ausence of , 


•,t,he rocerds to"- show how the moneys j 
of the state were handled. 
i 


2.- The committee could not ascer- 


tain the real facts because the auditor 


of state and the Capitol Trust com- 
pany, of which he is president, 
re- 


fused to produce t-he cashier's checks, 
which 
evidenced 
his 
transactions 


with the treasury department. These 
cashier's checks were issued to the 
treasurer in settlement of collections 
aui-omuing to $2,000,000 
under the 


Cole law. As to whether-the cash- 
ier's cheeks were in r-ea.lity cashed, ov 
were held by the treasurer as cash 


j the committee could only conjecture.

3. As indicating 
the 
utter disre- 


' gard of business methods "IF appears 
from the examination of the Account- 
ing employed, made by the committee 
that a discrepancy of $39,881.48 ex- 
isted between the correspondence of 
the bank and the casn book entries 
It was impossible to balance a single 
item in the twelve quarters covered 
by the board deposit law. 


The .committee 
found 
that 
the 


treasurer 
neglected to deposit the 


quarterly collections 
of 
February, 


190S, 
ior two months. 
On this sum 


the state lost interest on over $30,- 
000. 


4. The state board of deposit, con- 


sisting of the treasurer, auditor and 
attorney general, 
made no effort to 


secure competitive interest from -the 
banks, receiving only 1 1-2 per cent, 
interest from the 
banks that were 


paying 3 to 4 per cent, to other de- 
positors. The board was equally neg- 
ligent in leaving larg-e sums of money 
in the treasury 
for three years on 


which interest on over $60,000 was 
lost. 


An explanation of the low rate 
of 


interest may be found in the fact thai 
the treasurer, auditor and Mr_ Green 
were all heavily interested as" stock- 
holders in banks which held upwards 
of a million dollars 
of the 
state's 


money. There is no doubt that 'had 
the board of deposit performed their 
trust as the law requires and as busi- 
ness prudence demands, the state 
would have realized at least $250,000 
interest during the last three years. 


5. Immense sums have been los 


through the action of the auditor in 
depositing money coming into 
his 


hands in banks in which he was inter 
ested and permitting it to lie then 
for considerable periods of time be 
fore turning it into the treasury. 


In addition to this loss, the audito 


testified that he 'had held checks of 
corporations for a considerable per- 
iod of time before cashing them, at 
the request of the corporations. 


Even at the .low rate 
of interest 


paid, the total loss to (he state from 
the failure to deposit money immedi- 
ately, amounted to the sum of $98,- 
091. 


6. The system employed of depos- 


iting money by favor rather than by 
competition enables the treasurer to 
exercise a tremendous financial and 
political power. 
The control of $7.- 


000.000 places 150 hanks, with their 
2000 director?, under obligations to 
the treasurer, and these bankers are 
very influential in local politk-s_ 
Fa- 


vored hanks may retain (heir favor by 
extending favors to the treasurer in 


return. 
To this must be added the 


political power wielded by the auditor 
through power lodged in his hands of 
assessing franchises ana public ser- 
vicy corporations, whose political in- 
fluences ramify into every township 
in the .state. 


7. Corporations assessed under the 


Niflmls law were nss^ssert at bm a 
fraction of

committee estimated that tho failure 
of the ritate board of appraisers, to 
properly appraise the 
corporations 


falling under their control involved 
the loss to the Mate «r not r'ar

PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO THE 
CONSTITUTION OF OHIO. 


JOINT RESOLUTION 


Proposing An Amendment to the Consti- 


tution of the State of Ohio Rela- 


tive to the Passage of Bills. 


Be it resolved by the General Assembly 


of the State of Ohio: 


Section 1. A proposition shall be sub- 


mitted to the electors of this state at the 
next election for members of the general 
assembly, to amend the constitution of 
th" state of Ohio :;o that sections 18 to 
32. both inclusive, of article II. shall be 
speotively be numbered as sections 19 to 
33: and sections 16 and 18 of such article 
be so amended as to read as follows: 


ARTICLE II. 


Section 16. Every bill shall be fully and 


distinctly read on three separate days, 
uiiif.>n, 
in 
i-ase 
of 
urgency, 
three- 
fourths of the members elected to 
the 


house in which it shall be pending. s,hall 
dispense with this rule; but the reading 
of a bill on its final passage shall in no 
rase be dispensed with. 
No bill shall 


contain more than one subject, which 
shall he clearly expressed in its title: 
and no law shall be revived or amended 
unless the new act contain the entire 
act revived, or the section or sections 
n mended; and 
the section or sections 


amended shall be repealed. 
See. is. Every bill passed by the gen- 
eral assembly shall, before it can be- 
come a law, be presented to the gover- 
nor for his approval.

it. he can (shall) sign It. If he do not 
approve it. he shall send it with his ob- 
ject ionq 
in 
writing, to 
the 
house in 


which it originated which may then re- 
cons d*r the vote on its passage. If two- 
thirds of the members elected to that

shall be sent, with the objection? of the 
governor, to the other house,' which may 
also reconsider the vote on its passage.

PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO 
THE 


CONSTITUTION OF OHIO. 


JOIXT RESOWJTIOX 


To Amend Section Two of Article Twelve 
of the Constitution of Ohio. 


Be it resolved by the General Assembly 


of the State of Ohio: 
Section 1. That a proposition shall be 
submitted to the electors of the state of 
Ohio, on the first Tuesday after the first 
Monday in November, imJS, to amend sec- 
tion two of article twelve ot" the consti- 
tution of the state of Ohio, so that it 
shall read as follows: 
ARTICLE XII. 


Finance and Taxation. 
Sec. 2. The General Assembly shall have 


power to establish and maintain an equit- 
able system for raising state and local 
revenue. 
It may classify the subjects of 
taxation so far as their differences jus- 
tify the same in order to secure a. just 
return from each. All taxes and' other 
charges shall bp imposed for public pur- 
poses only and shall be just to each sub- 
ject. The power of taxation shall never 
be surrendered, suspended or 
contracted 
away. Bonds of the state of Ohio, bonds 
of any city, village, hamlet, county 
or 


township in this state and bonds issued 
in behalf of the public schools of Ohio 
and the means of instruction in connec- 
tion therewith, burying grounds, public 
school houses, houses used exclusively for 
public •worship, institutions of purely pub-

The Rapid Breaking Down of Municipal 


Lighting Plants AP Over the Coun- 
try Is a Warning Against Further 
Ventures In That Direction. 
The census report based upon stMis- 


tics gathered in 1902 showed that of 
828 municipal electric light plants only 
:hirteen had been leased, sold or aban- 
doned. 
During the 
last 
fourteen 


months at least thirty such plants have 
reverted to private operation, more 
than twice as many as in all the years 
preceding 1903. 
Put in another way, 


this means that in 1902 there was only 
one admitted failure out of every sixty- 
four attempts at municipal operation, 
while today the ratio has risen until 
It is one out of every twelve. 


The reason of this is not far to seek. 


In 1902 the great majority of munici- 
pal plants were only a few \ears old. 
Their original installation had not yet 
worn out, and attention had not gener- 
ally been called to the misleading book- 
keeping whif'h made possible seeming- 
ly low rates by ignoring such necessary 
Items as interest, depreciation nud re- 
newals. It-gal service and the services 
rendered by other city departments at 
the cost of the taxpayers. Now, how- 
ever, many of these plants find that 
their equipment is worn out or so out 
of date as to be uneconomical and that 
adequate provision has not been made 
for paying oif the original bonded in- 
debUduc<s or providing for a renewal 
of ihe equipment.

part of politically appointed superin- 
tendents has frequently been responsi- 
ble for the breakdown of plants before 
the expected time, while the rapid de- 
velopment of the industry has made 
the old methods relatively so expensive 
that many cities have found it more 
economical to pocket their loss long 
before the equipment had worn out, 
finding it cheaper to make contracts 
with companies whose plants are more 
modern.
